It 
is.from. tlmt,.tiine,that 'the 70 years 
of Bnliyloiitah cuptivity is counted 
Three years later, tlie reqtiiremenrs 
not being met, ho came again, com- 
pelling compliance, and again talcing 
back with liim 10,000 captives, among 
whom .was Hczekinh. And now he 
finds it necessary to come a third 
time, Jndah again being rebellious. 
And he comes with a dete^uiinatiou 
that this shall be the Jest time. He 
will put an end to their resistance 
and. rebellion. 


Jerusalem is.'besieged, the siege 


lasting for IS months. The normal 
population of Jerusalem at that time 
was about 20,000. But upon hearing 
of the approach of Nebuchadnezzar's 
aruiy, the people from the surround- 
ing, country rughed into the. city for 
protection. This only added"1 to the 
difficulties of defending the city and 
providing for its people. In spite of 
their stubborn resistence and most 
remarkable endurance, at1 tbe end 
of eighteen mouths, it was evident 
that they could hold out no longer. 
Jeremiah, in Lamentations 2, 11-12, 
gives us a limited word picture, that 
is extremely pathetic: Mine eyes do 
fail with tears for the' destruction 
of the daughter of my people, be- 
cause the children and the sucklings 
swoon in the streets of the city. 
They say to their mothers, Where is 
•corn and wine? • when they, swoon 
as the wounded in the streets of the 
city, when their soul was poured out 
iu their mother's, bosom. 


In titter desperation, mothers are 


beginning to. shiy their own children 
to provide food for themselves. The 
Hlreets are stre\yn with dead bodies. 
Pestilence breaks out, as usual, and 
hundreds more are succumbing to dis- 
eases. 
Seeing that 
Jeremiah 
Was 


right after all, the wicked and weak 
king makes. a last desperate effort 
to save himself, by lleeiug from the 
city under the cover of darkness, but 
only to be apprehended nud turned 
over to' the hands of the enemy. Here 
after being compelled to witness the 
killing of his two sons, his eyes are 
put out witli a hot iron, and thus, he, 
together with his people, is led away 
into captivity. Then their beautiful 
citjj.after being pillaged and the tuu- 
p)e being robbed of its valuable furn- 
ishing and decorations, is destroyed. 
The temple alone, which was one of 
the seven wonders of the' world, is 
estimated, according to our way of 
reckoning, to-liu.vc • cost anywhere 
from two and a half,' to" four juwl u 
half billions of dollars.

In ttie first four Terses of the sev- 


enty ninth Psalm, the writer laments 
the tragedy of it in ,theso words: "O

JcrewialjV He had been despised and 
rejected by his own people; neverthe- 
less his worth and fidelity are recog- 
nized by the conquerors. 
Tbe king 


commands that he. be carefully dealt 
with, and a little later, he himself 
makes this proposition to him: Jcr. 
40:4. And now, behold, I loose thee 
this, day from the' chains which wore 
upon thine hand. • If it seem good 
unto thee to conic with me into Baby- 
lon, 
come; and I will look well unto 


thee;.but if it seem ill unto thee to 
coine with me into Babylon, forbear; 
behold; all the land is before thee: 
whither it seetucth good uuto thee 
to go, thither go. 


Jeremiah chose to remain in the 


land of Judah, with the remnant, who 
were to be left there to look after the 
vineyards and the cisterns it evidently 
being in the mind of Xcbuchadnezzar 
to colonize the country later on. 


.The words that Jesus uttered cen- 


turies' later, as he was entering .le- 
rusiilcm, might well have been spoken 
at this time also: 0 Jerusalem. Jeru- 
salem, how oft would 1 have gathered 
thy children together, as :i hen doth 
gather her brood under .her wing, and 
ye would not. 


Disobedience to God, ignoring his 


laws, whether it be by it nation or 
an individual, must always be follow- 
ed by suffering. 


Ignoring the voice and word of 


God today, is just as wrong and as 
fatal as it was in the days of /ede- 
kiah.
